Arlington mistakes 
range from justices 
to unknown persons 

Washington 

From the graves of Supreme Court 
justices to a section for freed slaves, 
Arlington National Cemetery 
seems to have been egalitarian in 
its mistakes. 

Although the cemetery is best 
known as a final resting place for 
veterans of the military. Section 27 
holds the graves of former slaves, 
black Civil War soldiers and others 
whose tombstones read only “citi- 
zen” or “civilian” or “unknown.” 

The cemetery’s master map 
shows one spot where 70 such 
graves are tightly packed in three 
rows. But a visitor there would 
find not a single tombstone, only a 
walkway and a rock-strewn drain- 
age ditch. 

Less than half a mile away at 
the busy heart of the cemetery, 
the tour guides point out “Justice 
Hill,” where eight Supreme Court 
justices are buried. But the earth- 
ly success of its occupants has not 
immunized the hill from years of 
poor record-keeping. 

In many cases, two of the VIPs 
are buried where the map says there 
is one. Another grave that appears 
on the map has no tombstone on

the ground. And seven graves 
that appear empty on the map are 
marked and appear occupied. 

Six weeks after the Army oust- 
ed Arlington’s top two officials in a 
sweeping probe of the nation’s most 
hallowed cemetery. The Washing- 
ton Post found problems with more 
than 130 graves between one of its 


most high-profile sections and one 
of its least known. 

In addition, an examination 
of thousands of pages of internal 
records and interviews with doz- 
ens of current and former Army 
employees reveal that the Army 
has launched multiple investiga- 
tions into Arlington over the years. 
Not only did they turn up chronic 
problems with record-keeping, but 
they also revealed a dysfunctional 
management structure that oper- 
ated with limited and fractured 
oversight, and a contracting sys- 
tem that appeared to operate out- 
side the normal structure for the 


federal government. Again and 
again, attempts to correct the sit- 
uation fell short. 

Congressional investigators 
are now examining how far up 
the chain of command responsi- 
bility should lie and why, among 
other issues, cemetery officials 
frittered away at least $5 million 
for computer upgrades with little 
to show for it. 

And the Army yet again is try- 
ing to fix a problem that it has 
known about for almost 20 years 
but has been unable to solve.

Senate Democratic leader Harry 
Reid’s chances for six more years 
in Washington may be like toss- 
ing dice in a casino, even if he has 
made headway against Republi- 
can challenger Sharron Angle in 
a state with the nation’s highest 
rate of joblessness. 

The four-term Reid holds a 
slight lead over Angle in the lat- 
est polling, thanks in part to her 
unsteady performance since win- 
ning the June primary and to Dem- 
ocratic ads portraying her as an 
extremist. Video of Angle scur- 
rying away from reporters has 
mixed with television commer- 
cials of older voters upset about 
her call to phase out Social Secu- 
rity and Medicare. 

But an internal memo obtained 
by The Associated Press says Reid 
has “a serious problem” with vot- 
ers frustrated with the economy 
and “receives a great deal of blame.” 
The July 15 memo is based on polling 
research conducted for Patriot M^’or- 
ity, a union-funded group that is run- 
ning TV ads against Angle. 

The race is wide open, the memo 
concludes, despite Reid’s improved

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Iowa Flooding Causes Millions in Damage 


Homes, businesses 
left devastated after 
dam failed Saturday 

Monticello, Iowa 

Flooding from the Maquoketa River 
after an eastern Iowa dam failed 
has damaged dozens of homes and 
businesses, causing millions of dol- 
lars in damage in Monticello, a city 
official said Sunday. 

The Lake Delhi dam failed Sat- 
urday as rising floodwater from 
the Maquoketa River ate a 30-foot- 
wide hole in it. Areas below the 
dam, including in Hopkinton and 
Monticello, were evacuated.

The river crested upstream of the 
dam at Manchester early Saturday 
afternoon at 24.53 feet — more than 
10 feet above flood stage and well 
above its 2004 record of 21.66 feet — 
before it began to slowly recede. 

Monticello Public Works Direc- 
tor Dana Edwards said about 50 
homes and 20 businesses had major 
flood damage, and the city’s sewer 
plant had been flooded and shut 
down about 7 p.m. Saturday. 

Most of the city’s 3,700 resi- 
dents could flush their toilets, but 
the waste was pouring into the 
river. Still, environmental dam- 
age shouldn’t be great because 
the waste was being diluted by the 
floodwater, Edwards said, (ap)

Military exercise 
meant as deterrent 
against North Korea 

Tokyo 

Taking their boldest step yet since 
the March sinking of the Cheonan 
warship, the United States and South 
Korea on Sunday began a massive 
joint military exercise designed to 
show off power and solidarity in a 
region divided by tensions. 

The military muscle-flexing 
came after months of delays and 
revisions, and in spite of opposi- 
tion from China and threats from 
North Korea. 


The so-called “war games” are 
customary drills for U.S. and South 
Korean forces. This operation, code- 
named “Invincible Spirit,” involved 
substantial firepower — an intend- 


ed deterrent against future reckless 
behavior from Pyongyang, U.S. offi- 
cials said. 

“The point of [the exercise] is, I 
think, to ensure that our relation- 


ship with the South is very strong 
... and also send the message to the 
North Koreans that their behav- 
ior is completely counter to inter- 
national norms, completely unac- 
ceptable,” Adm. Mike Mullen, Joint 
Chiefs of Staff chairman, said ear- 
lier in the week. 

North Korea said Saturday it 
would counter the exercise with 
“powerful nuclear deterrence,” but 
the first day of the four-day drills 
drew no further response 

North Korea has said the 
U.S. -South Korea joint exer- 
cise threatens the security of 
the region and has warned 
of a “retaliatory sacred war.”

More than a month after appearing before Congress, BP Chief Executive Tony Hayward could be replaced as soon as Monday, according to various reports. 


New Orleans 

Gaffe-prone BP Chief Executive Tony Hay- 
ward — who incensed many on the Gulf 
Coast by saying he wanted his life back 
as they struggled with the fallout from 
the company’s massive oil spill — will be 
replaced, a senior U.S. government official 
said Sunday. 

The official, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because an announcement had 
not been made, was briefed on the decision 
by a senior BP official late last week. 

Bloomberg reported that Managing 
Director Bob Dudley, who is currently over- 
seeing the British company’s spill response, 
will become the first American to take over 
the top spot at the company. BP’s board would 
have to approve a change in company leader- 
ship. An official announcement could come 
as early as Monday. 

It’s been more than three months since an 
offshore drilling rig operated by BP exploded 
off Louisiana on April 20, killing 11 workers 
and setting off the spill. A temporary plug 
has stopped oil from gushing for more than 
a week now, but before that the busted well 
had spewed anywhere from 94 million to

The effort to plug BP’s leaky oil well in the 
Gulf of Mexico was back on track Sunday as 
the skies cleared and crews raced to stop the 
gusher for good before another storm halts the 
operation again. A drill rig was reconnecting 
to the relief tunnel that will be used to pump 
in mud and cement to seal the well, and drilling 
could resume in the next few days, a BP spokes- 
man said Sunday morning. A temporary plug 
has already held in the oil for nine days, (ap) 


184 million gallons into the Gulf 

Since the explosion, Hayward has made 
several highly publicized gaffes. Among 
them: going to a yacht race while oil washed 
up on Gulf shores, and uttering the now-infa- 
mous: “I want my life back” line. 

Oppenheimer & Co. senior analyst Fadel 
Gheit said in an interview Sunday that it was 
too bad Ha 3 Eward’s career was derailed by the 
spill, but “unfortunately, he became a sacrifi- 
cial lamb in a politically charged world.” 

Dudley would be well-suited to take 
over, Gheit said, describing him as even- 
tempered and a good delegator. It’s never 
an easy time to instill new leadership in a 
company, though, he noted. “I’m not sure if 
removing Tony Ha 3 rward is going to throw 
BP’s problems away,” Gheit said. 

News that the CEO will depart came as no 
surprise to people living along the Gulf 
Patrick Shay, 43, sat on a porch swing 
of his cottage in Grand Isle on Sunday, his 
front yard filled with small white crosses, 
each bearing the name of sea life or ways 
of life the oil spill has killed. 

“If anything, it will help,” he said. “They 
need to get him out of the way and get this

Beyond advertising,

Facebook may be growing like 
gangbusters, but the question 
clouding the storybook rise of Sil- 
icon Valley’s latest phenomenon is 
whether it can figure out how to 
make money at the same pace. 

And although the social-net- 
working site gets a daily flood of 
new users around the globe, Face- 
book’s long-term success might 
be challenged by something at its 
heart: sharing information. 

The site, which passed 500 mil- 
lion users last week, says it’s gener- 
ating enough revenue from advertis- 
ing to cover its costs. The company 
is privately held but has its sights 
on going public one day. It doesn’t 
charge its users, and chief executive 
Mark Zuckerberg said this week on 
ABC News that it never will. (Wash- 
ington Post Co. Chairman Donald 
E. Graham sits on Facebook’s board 
of directors). 


Facebook’s lifeblood is the 
exchange of information — peo- 
ple making more online friends 
and trading more pictures, news 
stories, music and one-line mood 
updates — which also happens 
to be sheer gold for advertisers. 
Experts say the company treads 


a delicate line in getting its users 
to share more information with- 
out alienating them through over- 
exposure. 

“Facebook is in a conundrum,” 
said Jeremiah Owyang, an indus- 
try analyst at San Francisco-based 
Altimeter Group. “The promise 


they’ve made is to be closed, or 
restricted, on who can see what. But 
the more information they make 
available to outside networks, the 
more monetization they have.” 

Facebook, meanwhile, says its 
business strategy doesn’t rely on 
selling information about its users. 
The company says it doesn’t give 
user data directly to advertisers but 
instead places ads from its part- 
ners on the pages of users based 
on its own analysis of aggregated 
demographic information. 

When the firm shifted its policy 
on user information in December, 
exposing some data about users 
more broadly on the Web, critics 
said the move was intended to gen- 
erate more revenue from advertis- 
ers who want to tailor ads to specif- 
ic profiles of Facebook users. 

“There’s a big misperception 
that we’re making these changes 
for advertising,” Zuckerberg said 
on a media call this year, when 
the company announced it was 
dialing back some of the chang- 
es. “Anyone who knows me knows 
that that’s crazy.” cecilia kang
